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REMARKS 

Reconsideration of this application in light of the present amendment and remarks is 
respectfully requested. 

Claims 1-11, 13-24, 26-37, 39-44, 46-59 and 61 have been rejected. 
Claims 12, 25, 38, 45, 52 and 60 were objected to. 
Claims 12, 25, 38, 45 and 60 have been canceled, without prejudice. 
Claims 62-65 were previously canceled. 

Claims 1-3, 11, 14-16, 27-29, 40, 47, 52, 54 and 55 have been amended. 
Claims 1-11, 13-24, 26-37, 39-44, 46-59 and 61 are pending in this application. 

Formal Matters 

Claim 52 was objected to as being in improper multiple dependent form. Claim 52 has 
been amended to remove the multiple dependency. 

Therefore, applicant respectfully requests that the Examiner withdraw this objection. 

Substantive Matters 

Applicants acknowledge with thanks the Examiner's indication that claims 12, 25, 38, 45 
and 60 would be allowable if rewritten to include all the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. 

Accordingly, independent claim 1 has been amended to incorporate the recitations of 
claim 12, which is subsequently canceled. For the foregoing reasons, claim 1 is now deemed 
allowable. 

Independent claim 14 lias been amended to incorporate the recitations of claim 25, which 
is subsequently canceled. For the foregoing reasons, claim 14 is now deemed allowable. 

Independent claim 27 has been amended to incorporate the recitations of claim 38, which 
is subsequently canceled. For the foregoing reasons, claim 27 is now deemed allowable. 

Independent claim 40 has been amended to incorporate the recitations of claim 45, which 
is subsequently canceled. For the foregoing reasons, claim 40 is now deemed allowable. 

Independent claim 54 has been amended to incorporate the recitations of claim 60, which 
is subsequently canceled. For the foregoing reasons, claim 54 is now deemed allowable. 

Claims 1-11, 13-24, 26-37, 39-44, 46-51, 53-59 and 61 have been rejected under 35 
U.S.C. §102(b) as being anticipated by Phillips, U.S. Pat. No. 6,188,898. This rejection is 
respectfully traversed. 
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Independent claim 1 has been amended into a condition for allowance as detailed above. 

Independent claims 2 and 3 have been amended to incorporate similar recitations from 
claim 12 as were incorporated into claim 1. Therefore, applicant respectfully submits that 
amended independent claims 2 and 3 are allowable as well for the same reasons. 

Claims 4-11 and 13 are dependent on claims 1-3 and therefore include all the recitations 
of claims 1-3 in combination with the recitaiions of the dependent claims, and are also deemed 
allowable as well. 

Independent claim 14 has been amended into a condition for allowance as detailed above. 

Independent claims 15 and 16 have been amended to incorporate similar recitations from 
claim 25 as were incorporated into claim 14. Therefore, applicant respectfully submits that 
amended independent claims 15 and 16 are allowable as well for the same reasons. 

Claims 17-24 and 26 are dependent on claims 14-16 and therefore include all the 
recitations of claims 14-16 in combination with the recitations of the dependent claims, and are 
also deemed allowable as well. 

Independent claim 27 has been amended into a condition for allowance as detailed above. 

Independent claims 28 and 29 have been amended to incorporate similar recitations from 
claim 38 as were incorporated into claim 27. Therefore, applicant respectfully submits that 
amended independent claims 28 and 29 are allowable as well for the same reasons. 

Claims 30-37 and 39 are dependent on claims 27-29 and therefore include all the 
recitations of claims 27-29 in combination with the recitations of the dependent claims, and are 
also deemed allowable as well. 

Independent claim 40 has been amended into a condition for allowance as detailed above. 

Claims 41-44 and 46 are dependent on claim 40 and therefore include all the recitations 
of claim 40 in combination with the recitations of the dependent claims, and are also deemed 
allowable as well. 

Independent claim 47 has been amended to include similar recitations as that of claim 40, 
hereby incorporated by reference, and is therefore deemed allowable as well for the same 
reasons. 

Claims 48-53 are dependent on claim 47 and therefore include all the recitations of claim 
47 in combination with the recitations of the dependent claims, and are also deemed allowable as 
well. 

Independent claim 54 has been amended into a condition for allowance as detailed above. 

Independent claim 55 has been amended to incorporate similar recitations from claim 60 
as were incorporated into claim 54. Therefore, applicant respectfully submits that amended 
independent claim 55 is allowable as well for the same reasons. 
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Claims 56-59 and 61 are dependent on claims 54-55 and therefore include all the 
recitations of claims 54-55 in combination with the recitations of the dependent claims, and are 
also deemed allowable as well. 

Therefore, applicant respectfully requests that this rejection be withdrawn. 

The other references of record have been reviewed and applicant's invention is deemed 
patentably distinct and nonobvious over each taken alone or in combination. 

For the foregoing reasons, applicants respectfully request that the above rejections be 
withdrawn, 

Inasmuch as this amendment distinguishes all of the applicants' claims over the prior art 
references, for the many reasons indicated above, passing of this case is now believed to be in 
order. A Notice of Allowance is earnestly solicited. 

No amendment made was related to the statutory requirements of patentability unless 
expressly stated herein. No amendment made was for the purpose of narrowing the scope of any 
claim, unless applicant has argued herein that such amendment was made to distinguish over a 
particular reference or combination of references.
